Session Opens 
On January 7

Legislation to cope with the 
housing itfnorgoncy In Califor­ 
nia will l>e sought at the spec­ 
ial session of the State's law­ 
makers which opens Jan. 7, Gov. 
Earl Warren said today,.

The Governor- disclosed that 
44 Items liavc' ben "included in 
the "call" for the special ses­ 
sion. Over 240 Iterqg^wcrr urged 
by various groups, but Warren 
said a "reconversion Legisla­ 
ture" could consider only mat­ 
ters relating to the ending of 
tho war.

Legislation for veterans is in­ 
cluded. Warren said this will be 
left "wide open" because "the 
Legislature should have a full 
opportunity to legislate fur vet­ 
erans In its own way. Therefore, 
I have not limited the Item, 
although oi course I will sub­ 
mit definite recommendations."

The Governor said he will 
sponsor a policy of deferring 
public works construction :;<> that 
it will not compete for man­ 
power and- materials during the 
shortage.
